One of tho gems of the collection

We learn from old dinrch 


records that the hab of the priest or 
bishop was combed several times 
limn? services by one of the inferior 
••lergy, but what such a queer pro- 
ceeding Gigiiified no one knows. The 
jomb i^ also mentioned ns one ol the 
implements used during high mass, 
hut only when sung by a bishop. 
Masb combb of the precious metals 
are still reckoned as tha most vnlu- 
ible possessions of some ^European 
churclieb, tliougli they are of no use 
in modem ceremonies. Besides ihe 
gold and silver combs, the poorer 
churches had them of ivory, iron, 
horn and even wood. Combs espe- 
cially known to antiquarians are 
those of St. Xeot, St. Dunstan and 
St ilalitfhias. 
That formerly be- 


longing to St. Thomas, the martyr 
of Canterbury, is still kept in tlie 
church, at Thetford; that of St Cuth- 
bert, 'thewoman hater,"at Durham 
cathedral. 


From sundry references in old le- 


gends to the use of the coinb in div 
inations and from its appearance in 
combinations with pagan emblems 
on rudely sculptured stones in many 
of the old countries, it seems prob- 
able that it was a wiclely known pa- 
gan device and one that was highly 
venerated.

Yester- 
day a thick woolen carpet that lias beer 
on the coiners' iioor for seven years \vat 
taken tip ancl carefully cremated. The 
precious ashes were scrupulously gath- 
ered together, as if they were the relics 
of some departed saint, and by an. elab- 
orate refining process tho government 
recovered 279 ounces of gold, woi~u ovpi 
$5,500. The metal had been deposited 
there by the infinitesimal abrasions aud 
disintegrations of the ycllowinetitl while 
being converted from buljon into coin.

SILVER DEBATE IN THE SENATE. 


-Hr. Vooi-lleo* Will PvtiB* n Votu on the 


U«li«al BlU.auJ Will Probably B« Suc- 
cehrful—The House Will Probably Adopt 
u Code of Itiilea mid Adjauru for tlie 
W«ek—CautialtUu Work, 
WASHINGTON, i-iept. 4.- The senate 


shows no disposition to shirk the re- 
sponsibility placed, upon it by the house 
lo pass tha bill to repeal the-purchasing 
clause of the Slt-rmnn silver law. 
Mr. 


Voorliee'3 has , it* • Irequent notice that 
he will prosi l!.' repeal bill at a I! times 
until it is disposed of. 


It is expected that Mr. Bale's propo- 


sition, that the senate meet at 11 o'clock 
daily,will be accepted, and thus, gently 
and gradually, bnt firmly, the pressure 
will be brought to bear upon the silver 
men who hold out iu the fight against 
repeal. If they are disposed to talk from 
this out they will be allowed to do so, 
but whenever there is an intermission 
Senator Voorhees will 
probably be 


found persuasively suggesting a vote on 
some amendment, and all tho time seek- 
ing to bring the question to a final vote, 
the favorable issue of which he does not 
appear to doubt. 


Formal mmouncemeiit of speeches to 


be made have been given by Senators 
Cullom, Stewart and Mills, the first for 
today, Mr. Stewart for Tuesday, mid 
Mr. Mills for Wednesday. It is proba- 
ble also that Senator Mitchell of Ore- 
gon will address the senate on tUjf sil- 
ver question before the week expires 


The house, instead of adopting the 


code of rule recommended by the com- 
mittee on rules in one session, as it was 
expected would be done, spent the 
wliole of last week after Monday, in 
debating upon the committee's report 
without coming 
to any conclusion 


thereon. 


Much of the opposition to the rules 


was purelj fictitious, and was around 
with the belief that, while thus en 
gaged, the house would at least be 
saved froni doing any damage, or any- 
thing which it or the country might 
regret. As there was nothing imme- 
diate demanding attention, il was felt 
that the members could make haste 
slowly, and the full aud free, if not, dis- 
cursive, discussions of the propositions 
of the committee and the amendments 
offered by others was not antagonized. 


But a week having been thus spent 
the leaders of the liouse are now, it is 
believed, satisfied that all has IK en 
granted in the way of ilebatr. that 
i<; 


necessary or desirable and will make an 
effort to secure final action on thti re- 
port on Wednesday, the day to which 
the house has adjourned 
Should they 


be successful in this, the intention is to 
give Thursday to tlia introduction of 
bills and adjourn from that date until 
^Monday of next week. In cas.^ oC iail- 
ure to carry out this program there are 
no plans for the week, but the progress 
of events will depend upon the develop- 
ments from day to day which no m,m 
can foraee.

DRIVEN TO 
DEATH. 


l>r. Thiirhor Graves Coinmils. ^tsicldo In 


HIM Coll. 


DKNVKR, Sept. 4. — Br. 
Tha< her 


Graves, the convicted poisoner of Mrs. 
,Tosephine Baruaby, committed suic da 
jn his cell at the county jail Saturday 
night, presumably by taking poison. 
He was found stiff and sold in death at 
9 a. m. Sunday by the "trusty" who 
has teen oaring for him. On his person 
was lound 10 letters. One was as foi' 
lows: 


DENVER, Aug o, 1693 
10 the Coroner of Denver: 


DEAR SIR—Please don't hold an autopsy 


on my remains. The cause of my death 
may be rendered as follows; Died from, 
persecution, 'Worn out. Exhausted. Yonm 
respectfully, 
T. TIIACIIEB GRAVES. 


The corpse was 
quite cold whea 


found. 
Ho direct evidence of auicido 


was visible, but the above letter tells 
the story. There were also letters to 
Mrs. Graves, wife of the doctor, to 
Jailor Crews and an address to the 
public. 


Tluft the prisoner had long con-, 


tomplatod taking his own life is evident I 
from the data of the letter—Aug. 9 last. 


Another letter was addressed to Cap-1 


tarn Crews the jailor. It was dated 
Aug. 39, 188J and read as follows: 


It would keep a man busy to follow Ste- 


vens and answer the liewwhich ho unbhtsh- 
ingly pedillcsoiit to the papers. One or 
t.ivo, however, need attention, and they are 
[sfLSily prover) to be lies 
I wits a member 


of. tho Massachusetts Stuto Medical so- 
ciety, also Connecticut State Medical so- 
ciety. I iiever made a proposition to the 
Rhode lUand State Medical society for ad- 
mission, Jly lawyers have tho full reports, 
sliovmig that I neither wronged the estate 
ol Mrs. Barnaby, and that tlie estate now 
owes me, outside of tho legacy by will, 
I can not expend more monty fighting Sw- 
vens. I rausfc take the only means to prov§ 


it for- my "wife and dear, "honored,"uger 
mother. 
T. TnAOuru GHAVES. 


As well known Dr. Graves was await- 


ing his second trial for the iaurd»r of 
Mrs. Josephine Barnaby, of Providence, 
who, at the time of her (loath was viait,- 
iajf friends in Denver. She died April 
19, Will, On April 9 she drank from a 
bottle of whisky that had come by mail 
from Boston and that was labelled 
''Wish you a happy New Year; pleads 
accept this fine old whisky trom your 
frieiulu in the woods". 


The whisky contained a solution ol 
arsenic. 
Dr. Graves was accused ol 


seadiusr the bottle. After oiia of the 
most famous trials in tbe criminal an- 
nals of this country, Dr. Uraves was 
convicted of murder in the first degree 
and was sentenced to be hanged. 1'he 
supreme court grunted him a new trial 
which was to have begun the latter part 
of this month. 


"Its a clear case ot suicide," said Cor- 


oner Clnvmgtun, while sitting in the 
cell of the dead man yesterday. 
Depu- 


ty Warden tihire nodded, and the coro- 
ner opened a letter addressed to him by 
the doctor. 
It was (biied August !>, 


and after requesting thai no autopsy 
beheld, informed the coiuiier that he 
could find the causa of his death, as 
loll ows,: 


"Died from persecution, worn out 


ancl exhausted." 


The letter was found with half a 


dozen others addressed to various per- 
sons in a bundle of rnauurfrript under 
the doctor's saathcel, which btood near 
the head ot his cot. 


One of the letters was addressed to 


John W. Bridges, the "trusty," who 
discovered the doctor djad in his cell. 


A thorough tearjh of the cell had 


been made 
before the letters were 


brought to light. A pile of books and 
•uagazines that stood on the little table 
were examined and his clothing was 
searched but nothing ,vas found that 
would explain matters until the satchel 
was lifted aside ancl the loiters found 
under it. 


The doctor left everything in order 


before he died. When he win found he 
was elad in his trouseis and a liters 
shirt. Ho lay ou his right side m a 
posture lie n-uiaU) assumed alter i r t n - 
iiiK 
There was ,1 slight froth ou his 


lip.s, which mighl ju,t as easily huvu 
come from natural muses as from i 01- 
son. There was paper sacks of fie-h 
peaches and pears uu his table, the i;ift 
of his wife on her late visit Satnrdat. 


Captain Crews, the j.iiler. wus't'.K 


last person to M-e -Mr. Graves nlive ac- 
coidmg to i he statements made to the 
coroner 
He passer! the cell at :> o'clock 


in the morning and then the unfortu- 
nate uiun appeared to be all light 
For 


some time past, however, lie ha<. been 
looking pule, but he did not complain 
of lielng ill. About a week ago Dr. l^.i 
1m. the county physic urn, remarked 1 '• 
paleness and Hiked him if he did i-r. 
think that a lntlo iron would do him 
good.

Just 
now the lady is too innch prostrated to 
be seen. 


Ex-District Attorney Stevens is [ re- 


paring a statement bearing on the case.

Signals at Sea. 


The international code of signals was 


prepared and first published in April, 
18D7, in accordance with the views aud 
recommendations ot a committee ap- 
pointed by tho board of trade. The code 
is described as consisting oi 18 flags— 
namely, one burgee, four pennants aud 
13 square flags, aud in addition an "an- 
Bworing pennant," which is displayed 
when the message is completed and un- 
derstood. 
The 18 flags represent the 


consonants of the alphabet, and it is by 
a combination of two, thr«|; or four of 
these flags hung perpendicularly to each 
other that arbitrary signs are mode 
which represent words and sentences ot 
the same signification in all language's. 
Each signal has throughout the code but 
one sijfnification. 
A signal is always 


made in "one hoist" in one place. 


The nature of the signals is indicalwl 


by the number of flags hoisted, whettiur 
two, three or four together. 
Signals of 


two flags relate to danger or distress; 
signals of three flags to general subjects 
of inquiry or communication, including 
latitude, longitude and time signals, and 
signals with four flags relate to nans os. 
Single flags are not used in code signals, 
with the exception of "yes" and "no" and 
"answering" pennants, The flags to be 
hoisted at one time never exceed four, 
It is an interesting mathematical fact 
that, with IP variously colored flags, and 
never using more than four at a time, no 
fewer than 78,043 distinct; signals can bo 
given. — Pearson's Weekly.

Up to the 
time of his leaving the coroner had held 
an inquest on 300 bodies, 37 of which 
were buried in one pit and 50 in an- 
other. It is impossible to procure con- 
iirmations. 


The aggregate loss at Beaufort will 


exceed $500,000. The phosphate indus- 
try near Beaufort has heen ruined and 
the crops on the sea islands are a com- 
plete loss. Unless 
immediate relief 


comes the buffering will be indescriba- 
ble. 


Attempt at identification of bodies 


has been abandoned. All that is de- 
lired now is to get the bodies out of the 
wa> as quickly as possible to prevent 
epidemics resulting from their rapid 
decomposition. 


No accurate record is kept of the 


number of dead, and the statistics of 
the disaster will never be fully known. 
On each island and on the mainland the 
survivors are burying all the remains 
of the victims that can 'je found. 


Coroner's certificates are out of the 


question. Searching parties make their 
way aiouud the plantations and homes, 
and as soon :is a body is found it is put 
under the ground. 
Whenever whites 


arc v/i:U these parties, some sort of 
record js kept, but the greater number 
of burials nre made by negroes. 


The black belt on the coast lus lost 


not less than 1,000 of its population, 
with a probability that it is twice that 
number. It will be a week before all 
the dead are found, as there is so much 
waler on the islands, beneath which 
there are undoubtedly many bodies. 
The <-i 
ja, too, it slowly casting up its 


dead. The sufferings ot negroes, who 
constitute 99 per cent of the unfortun- 
ates, are almost 
unde^cribable, and 


several days must yet pass before their 
necessities can be relieved. 


The menace to health t'roiu the do- 


composition of human and other bodies, 
scattered all over the ir-lands, makes 
the situation wor^e. Not a vestige is 
left of houses and farm buildings, all 
having floated away. Whole &ettle- 
nic-ntii were swept a-way; families are 
all gone. All boats and floats ami 
means ot getting from point to point 
lire gone, and except when an occasion- 
al foot traveler comes to town, there is 
no gevting any authentic or inmuce de- 
bcnption of what has happened in re- 
mote places. 


DYING FROM STARVATION 


A Tc i rihlti Coiulltlim of Aftuirs Ufimi led 


to tin1 (.rivernor. 


Col CMBIA. a. G., Sept. •!.—Phosphate 


Inspector Jones has arrived hero from 
Beautort by thegovernor's ciders. His 
repor! shows that previous reports have 
only g.ues&ed at the great loss of life on 
theii'ands. He believes th.it the num- 
ber ot dead will go away above 1,000 
persons. Following is a summary of 
what ho says: 


"There is danger of a water famine 


all over the islands, and even in Beau- 
tort county all tlio wells and i isterns 
are tilled with salt water 
The people 


were killed bv houses falling on them 
and drowning. Only Paris and Lady's 
Islands have l>een heard from with any 
show of certainty. 


"-At Cain'h Neck, Coosuw and Pacific 


42 coffins were u^ed, and 9i, persons 
buried. The bodies are being found in 
a decomposed condition. 
They are 


being mutilated by crows, and are very 
offensive. 
They have not begun to find 


even a portion of the bodies. Some of 
them are swept far up in the marshes 
where man can not go. At Cain's Neck 
there are deer, cows, hogs, snakes and 
all kindb of wild ..animals piled up to- 
gether, making the section so offensive 
that no one can go there. 


••There are not enough provisions to 


labt these people a week. They are dy- 
ing from starvation. While in Beau- 
fort Sunday noon the wind was so 
strong that it blew me across the street. 
I had a terrible struggle to get around 
back of a fence, and clinging to it, got 
into a house on the highest point on the 
bluff, where I remained until } a m. 
The water was TO feet deep in the town. 
You couldn't hear your own ears for 
the roar of the winds. The damage in 
the town of Beautort will not be le^s 
than $250,000. 


•'It is not money ihe people want as 


much as provisions and clothing. Their 
neeflfc are immediate. Lots of persons 
had to tie, themselves to trees in order 
to keep trom being swept away. The 
people are like maniacs, crying for 
bread. 
Home of them have on nothing 


but shirts."

tiou, a short distance east of Oswego, 
Kan., Express Messenger Chapman shot 
and killed and every passenger robbed 
of their valuables. 


The train had stopped to take on a 


passenger. \s the train was ready to 
move, two men. armed with Win- 
chesters, sprang from the platform onto 
the lender and ordered the engineer to 
pull out until told to stop. The engi- 
neer obeyed. It was at this point that 
the messenger. 
Chapman, was 


killed. One of the highwayman looked 
around the side of the car and saw the 
messenger standing in the door of his 
car. The robber fired and the messen 
ger fell out of the car. 
When the train 


had gone about two miles the engineer 
was ordered to stop and the engine crew 
were locked in the baggage car with 
the baggageman. 


The robbers first entered the expr«i* 
car, but fonnd the s.tle locked, the K. T 
being in the pocket of tlie messenger". 
They pried and battered the lock, but 
coulil not open the safe. Time being 
valuable to them the three robbers then 
entered thn ,-moker, two in front and 
oue iu thbj-car. The robbers in front 
ordered all hands up. which command 
was; emnluaizbd by the man in the real- 
telling everybody to sit still. The col- 
ored porter was the first man robbed. 
The loader ot the gang was unmasked 
aud tbe other two wore handkerchiefs 
over thfir faces. 


After the passengers in tbe smoker 


had been relieved of then- valuables tlie 
robbers went back to the first chair 
cur, 
where the same pi ogram was car- 


ried out. In the meantime a porter 
had made bis way back to the second 
cliair car and informed Conduc:or Mills 
of the stoppage 
The conductor went 


into the sleeper and locked the door, 
Cliir f oC Police Cone of Wichita was iti 
tlie-deeper, and started to gi\b battle 
to tlie robbers, but was dissxtaded by 
the conductor, who told him the rob- 
ber? were well armed and desperate 
men, nnd the loss of life would be too 
great. Tbe oFucer and the porter then 
posted tlieinseli-es at the door of the 
blei-per with pistols. The second chair 
car was the List one visited by the rob- 
bers. It was R.»nruhed in the same sys- 
tem and mann«r as the other two. 


The lobbem then unlocked the bag- 


gage car and told the engineer he could 
go on. The trainmen began looking 
for the mitMiig messenger. It was not 
until the tiam palled back to the depot 
that the body ot Messenger Chapman 
w«s found. 
It was in the weeds a 


short distance from the track. He waa 
quite dead, a "Winchester bullet having 
cn.shed through the back of his head. 
Chapman's body was taken to his home 
in .loplm, Mo. Ho was 21 years old, 
and recently married 
The robbers oc- 


cupied only Mi minutes, and half an 
hour's time wn.s consumed in all before 
tlie train again got under way. 


The sheriff at O-swego has two parties 


in pursuit. It is thought that the rob- 
bers have gone toward the Indian Ter- 
ritory. The three men were young, 
well-dressed, cool in their work and evi- 
dently old bands at it. 
Officers of the 


road have bad warning of this raid and 
have been expecting it for a month.
